Labico west of Valmononte. 
Labico is on the Via Casilina 1% 
miles northwest of Valmontone. 
Other 5th Army forces scized 
Lanuvio southwest of Velletri. 

Eighth Army men reached Anaci, 
about seven miles northwest of 
Ferentino which Canadian troops 
of the 8th Army captured yester- 
day,

NAPLES, June 3—The Fifth 
Army by-passed the beleaguered 
fortress of Lanuvio in a push up the 
Appian ‘Way to the outskirts of 
Genzano today. 

Meanwhile, Eighth Army col- 
umns continued their swift drive 
up to Nazi escape roads from the 
southeast, the Canadians, spring- 
ing forward from Ferentino, 
having pushed to within 15 miles 
from Valmontone, where Ameri- 
can forces struck out westward 
along the Via Casilina toward 
Rome against fierce enemy op- 
position. 

The Canadians, United Kingdom 
and New Zealand columns main- 
tained a broad front in the rapid 
advance and on the left flank 
forces were making fast progress 
northwestward through the hills.

By all signs Rome's safety de- 
pends on her own defencelessness 
and the ability of Allied arms to 
exploit the successes in the Alban 
Hills and from them forge a de- 
cisive victory. 

DECISION SOON 

The battle raged within little 
more than a dozen miles of Rome, 
and certainly it must be decided 
within a few days whether the city 
would or could be spared. 

The Nazis indicated that the 
Allied penetration into the Alban 
Hills had gone so far that they 
could not hope to hold much 
longer. An Allied headquarters 
communique was sober, probably 
intentionally so, because the Ger- 
mans still are fighting and the 
battle cannot yet be scored as a 
complete Allied victory.

WASHINGTON, June 3,—(AP)— 
Practically all male workers in the 
United States were placed under 
strict new job controls yesterday 
as the war manpower commission 
moved to channel more iabor into 
war industries. 

The commission ordered that be- 
ginning July 1 all men except 
farm workers must clear through 
the United States Employment 
Service in‘geeking jobs. Only men 
referred by the Employment Ser- 
vice may be hired, although busi- 
nesses with eight or less employ- 
ees are not affected. 

Job applicants will be assigned to 
top priority war jobs, wherever they 
exist. 

Already in effect in about a 
dozen “Critical Jabor shortage 
areas,” the referral program was 
extended under President Roose- 
velt's executive order establishing 
th War Manpowr Commission. It 
authorizes the recruitment of work- 
ers and referral to jobs in which 
they are most needed.

Daylight Raids 
Follow Strong

LONDON, June 3—American 
heavy aircraft smashed twice 
within a few hours at German 
fortifications in the Pas de Calais 
and Boulogne areas today after 
R.A.F. bomber command dropped 
3,000 tons of explosives on the 
Trappes rail hub outside Paris, 
the French coast and the German 
chemical centre of Leverkusen 
during the night. 

The night and day attacks on the 
stretch of French shoreline across 


increased to four the heavy blows 
struck at that area in some 24 hours. 
English coastal watchers saw big 
formations of planes sweeping east- 
ward against the continent by day- 
light. Among them were planes of 
all types from low-flying fighters 
to heavy bombers, all but lost in 
the clouds thousands of feet up. 


ITALY-BASED ATTACK 


While the R.A.F.-R.C.A.F, com- 
bination was carrying out its three- 
way attack last night, R.A.F. bomb- 
ers flew from Italy against Giurgiu, 
Romanian oil port on the Danube. 
The night pincers attacks on the 
continent from Britain and the 
Mediterranean zone followed a 
similar daylight operation by Amer- 
ican heavy bombers. 

A strong force of bomber com- 
mand heavyweights struck at 
Trappes in the outskirts of Paris, 
undoing Nazi repair work on that 
much-bombed rail centre from 
which lines fan out to the channel 
ports. 

Other R.A.F. planes maintained 
the campaign of harassment against 
Leverkusen, Nazi chemical and 
poison gas manufacturing town in 
the suburbs of Cologne. The Ger- 
mans reported that the Leverkusen 
raiders included Mosquitoes, 

The third night blow fell on the 
Pas de Calais strip of the French 
coast, which has been under al- 
most constant attack since the pre- 
invasion bombardment was put on 
a non-stop basis subject only to the 
worst weather.

The suicide ended a tragedy 
which police attributed to jealousy 
over the affections of Helen Osicki, 
who had also been on friendly 
terms with Woloschuk. 


PROBE FOR DETAILS 


Police, under the direction of 
Inspector G. N. Curleigh of York- 
ton, are still trying to piece together 
details of the tragedy. The first 
report came from a McKim farmer 
that a nine-year-old boy had found 
two dead women on a road. As 
police sped to the isolated com- 
munity word came that a third 
woman had been found dead in a 
wagon and that Woloschuk had 
been shot in his farm home. 

Police identified the two wom- 
en found on the road as Mrs, 
Osicki and Mrs. Mann. Apparent- 

ly there were no eye-witnesses 
to the shooting. 

From information gathered from 
neighbors, police believed the 
slayer to be Bella and learned that 
he had fled the district by bicycle. 
His bicycle was found about seven 
miles from the scene of the shoot- 
ings and the posse was concen- 
trated there.

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Have the Fare Ready 


In Calgary a child was killed by a street 
car in circumstances which call attention 
to one of the difficulties of one-man opera- 
tion with due regard for safety, The cor- 
oner’s jury found that the motorman 
fajled to see the child because his attention 
was “being distracted by collecting the fare 
from a passenger”. 

It came out in evidence that the motor- 
man started his car and was watching a 
lady passenger fish around in her change 
purse for a ticket when the child toddled 
onto the track unknown to him. The first, 
in fact, that he knew of the occurrence was 
when he was told by a policeman some 
time later. 

The direct moral is plain. A person get- 
ting on a street car should have his or 
her ticket ready, drop it in the box, and 
pass along with as little distraction: as 
possible of the attention of the man at the 
controls, At best a street car operated by 
one person only is more liable to cause an 
accident than a car where the motorman 
has nothing to do but watch the track 
and handle his levers. The passenger has 
some responsibility to help lessen this 
danger element by having the fare in hand 
when he mounts the car, 


Ontario Lignite Out 


Ontario's lignite deposit, about which a 
good deal was heard some time ago, has 
been declared to be practically useless, by 
the provincial fuel commission, According 
to the results shown by an investigation it 
would cost from four to five and a half 
dollars per ton to produce the fuel. Only at 
the lower cost price could the lignite com- 
pete with imported coal. The commission is 
not positive that the deposit should be con- 
sidered as even a potential fuel reserve. 
As a present or immediately prospective 
source of supply it is hopeless. 

From the national standpoint this 
means that a natural resource which was 
accounted of some value has been struck 
off the list. So far as Alberta coal is con- 
cerned, Ontario does not believe in patron- 
izing home industry and will doubtless go 
on demanding freedom to import Pennsyl- 
vania coal, 

Fortunately the western market is now 
capable of absorbing the output of the Al- 
berta mines working at normal capacity. 
There is in fact a grave chance that an- 
other coal shortage will occur in the west 
next fall unless these mines are kept going 
throughout the summer.

Paying Promptly 


Edmonton tax collections up to the end 
of May show a satisfactory gain of $163,- 
000 over receipts for the corresponding 
months last year, and amounted to $2,719,- 
251. Not at all a bad showing with only one 
instalment day passed. 

There are a couple of other encouraging 
facts cited in the statement for the period 
given out at the city hall. One is that the 
bulk of the increased receipts came from 
larger sales of property which had been 
taken over in former years for non-pay- 
ment of taxes. These sales mean that 
buildings are being built or are to be built 
on land which has been vacant; and that 
both land and buildings will be added to 
the taxpaying property in the city. 

It is good news, too, that tax payments 
during May were down $8,000 from those 
of last year. Good because the reason given 
by the officials is that more small tax- 
payers had been able than a year ago to 
take advantage of the pre-payment offer 
at the first of the year, and are free of tax 
troubles, in whole or in part, for the bal- 
ance of 1944. 

Of course tax payments should be 
better than average, not only in Edmonton 
but in every city, when everyone is at work. 
But it is all to the good that the facts are 
in line with the favoring circumstances, 
property-owner, and stability in the city’s 
property-owner, and stability for the city’s 
financial position.

C.C.F, speakers in Saskatchewan are 
busy explaining that they do not propose 
to introduce socialism of any thorough- 
going type in that province, but only a pale 
semblance of it.

where a full and candid avowal of those 
principles would drive voters away from 
the party candidates?

If Saskatchewan people want a social- 
ist government they are entitled to put Mr. 
Douglas and his associates in office. But 
they will not, if they are wise, pay any 
attention to the plea that in such an event 
they will get something other than a social- 
ist government.

Price Floor 

Editor, Bulletin: According to The 
Bulletin’'s news report of the Al- 
berta Farmers’ Union convention, 
which shines back at me from my 
scrap-book, “the delegates passed

}tem of floor prices for all farm

The only costlier thing than the

}years would be a decision on the 
part of Canadian leadership to 
avoid the aforesaid “money risks” 
by reversion to go-as-you-please 
methods, permitting the devil to 
take the hindmost—and sending the 
price-level in the same direction!

There is as yet no certainty that 
a change of government here would 
not result in fundamental changes 
in foreign policy, Governor John 
W. Bricker of Ohio, the only 
avowed candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomjnation, declared on May 
28th that he was unequivocally 
opposed to the United States enter- 
ing into any post-war ‘military 
alliance” no agreement to set up 
an international police force to 
enforce peace. This is a flat re- 
pudiation of the policy of Mr. Hull, 
Governor Dewey has taken a dif- 
ferent attitude, but has never com- 
mitted himself strongly. The dras« 
tie defeat of Mr. Willkie cannot 
be overlooked. Thus the Republican 
party as a whole is still in an 
equivocal position. And the rea- 
sons advanced by some members of 
the post war subcommittee of the 
senate foreign relations committee 
for not committing the United 
States now, is that the question 
would divide the country. London 
and Moscow will certainly take 
note of this. Both Churchill and 
Stalin will have to count upon the 
possibility that after the war, the 
United States, remaining supreme 
in the air and on the sea, will adopt 
a policy of “splendid isolation,” and 
this possibility will influence the 
attitude of both toward Europe. 

Thus American critics of the 
Churchill speech should not over- 
look the extent to which American 
hesitation contributes to its cau- 
tiousness and seeming contradic- 
tions, 
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equitable distribution to all people 
in common according to need.

At the present time drivers of 
trucks who do not have accidents 
are being awarded medals. This is 
a splendid idea and the more driv- 
ers we can get interested in safe 
driving, the better. Furthermore, I 
believe we should carry the good 
work even farther and should start 
awarding medals to private homes 
for example, every time we find a 
home in which no bad accidents 
have occurred in a year's time, we 
would give a medal to show that 
the people in it are careful as to the 
safety of human life. It is a well- 
known fact that the highest number 
of accidents occurs in the home. 
This is partly because of the total 
number of hours spent at home 
which is greater than the number 
spent elsewhere and partly because 
people have not been carefully 
trained to “play safe” and forestall 
needless accidents. 

You might. think that while you 
were flying in an airplane or riding 
in an automobile you were in 
greater danger than while you 
were at home but according to the 
very latest statistics, while you are 
taking a bath or getting out of bed 
in your own home you are just 
seven times more likely to have an 
accident than while flying or mot- 
oring. After learning this, I believe 
that we should all join a tremen- 
dous safety drive to cut down on 
home accidents and to try to make 
home the safest spot on earth, in- 
stead of the most dangerous. 

Some of the common home acci- 
dents against which you shall 
guard yourself are the following: 
1— falling; from stairs or steps, on 
icy or wet sidewalks, on sliding 
rugs or waxed floors, over furni- 


ture, over toys, from ladders, from, 
chairs while standing on them, 
from windows, out of beds, by 
walking off porches in the dark, 
over misplaced articles left lying 
around such as brooms, mops, pails 
or boxes, 2—bathroom accidents: 
slipping on soap and falling, losing 
the footing on wet tiles, scalding 
with hot water, touching electric 
fixtures while standing in water 
and thus sustaining a severe shock. 
3—other accidents such as; injury 
when gasoline used to clean clothes 
explodes, injury from lifting heavy 
objects which may cause harm 
from strain or an injury to the foot 
when the objects slip out of your 
hands, accidental swallowing of 
poisons, burns scalds, cuts, bruises, 
bumps, broken bones, crushing of 
fingers which are caught in cracks 
of doors, in food grinders, hit with 


hammers, or caught in washing 
machines and wringers.

Eager re- 
porters naturally’ took such claims 
at face value and blazoned them 
on the front pages. But the claims 
could not and did not stand up. 
We have been obliged to bomb 
Schweinfurt again and again and 
the same is true of other plants 
pronounced dead and buried. 


REAPING SKEPTICISM 

I believe that the average Ameri- 
can has been anaesthetized by 
this earlier technique of promo- 
tion and publicity out of Washing- 
ton, All the glittering adjectives 
have been worn threadbare. We 
are now reaping skepticism where 
we sowed superlatives. 

Certainly the blame for this does 
not rest with airmen in the fields 
of action, They have always em- 
phasized the difficulties when lay- 
men and non-combatant officials 
were putting the stress on achieve- 
ments, Out of political head- 
quarters in Washington we were 
receiving glowing tributes to air- 
planes which the boys who flew 
them and fought in them knew to 
be below par. Over-optimistic 
writers were deriding the abilities 
of German aviators at a time when

Mud and Nazis on Rapido 


By DOUGLAS HOW 


WITH THE CANADIAN CORPS IN ITALY, June 3— 


(CP)—Two tanks had gone 


another, then two more but after that the mud was too 
much, The Colonel had to switch his Shermans to Oxford 
bridge and on that thin span fell the weight of a battle that 


badly needed tanks. 


It was May 12 and about 10:30 
am. when Cpl. tvan Smith, 
Revelstoke, B.C., and his crew got 
on the other side of the Rapido. 
All was confusion, Tanks were 
churning in the mud: all around 
them. From the height of land 
hundreds of yards off the Ger- 
mans were pinning the Indian and 
British infantry. 

Cpl. Smith's Sherman 
of five Maj. R. R. Taylor of Calgary 
got across the Bailey bridge known 
as Plymouth. There were two 
squadrons over already, some of 
them bogged in the flats beyond, 
some of them trying to locate and 
free the infantry they were to join 


ORDERS TO MOVE 

To those first five went the order 
to cut straight through the Ger- 
man positions to Mill Hill, high 
ground well inland. And with them 
went Cpl. Smith and his crew of 
Trs. Bill McGeachy, Lacombe, Alta, 
Albert Ronson, McCreary, Archie 
Much, New Westminster, B.C, and 
Bill Hutchison, Stratford, Ont, 

“We cut up a lateral road,” Cpl, 
Smith related later, “then swung 
across country, As we came near 
some German positions a bunch 
of them started to run, We mowed 
them down, 

“We were cutting straight through 
the German positions, The main 
obstacles were ditches, barbed wire 
snipers and trees Gerry had felled 
aeross roads, But they couldn't stop 
those Shermans.” 


SEVEN MORE COME UP 


Those five tanks reached Mill 
Hill and shortly after Major Taylor 
came up with seven more after 
sweeping around the German flank 
His own knocked out by a mine, 
Major Taylor had transferred to 
the tank of Cap. William James, 
Saskatoon, and made the latter his 
gunner, 

Contact was made with their 
infantry May 14 and the squadron 
pushed into a neck of land known 
as the Liri Appendix, ending at 
the junction of the Liri and Ra- 
pido rivers. Major Taylor's tank 
took up a positiun to cut off any 
German withdrawal while two 
troops moved in to clear up ter- 
rain which yielded 14 prisoners. 
The main forces, estimated at 
about a battalion, had fled the 
night before. 

A day later the squadron joined 
others in a sweep which took them

OTTAWA, June 3 — (CP) — 
Every Canadian squadron was in 
action when the largest force of 
heavies ever sent out by the 
R.C.A.F. bomber group pounded 
enemy defence positions on the 
French coast and a military de- 
pot at Bourg-Leopold in Belgium 
Saturday, air force headquarters 
said last night in its weekly sum- 
mary of R.C.A.F. operations over- 
seas, 

The Canadian group took part in 
night operations of bomber com- 
mand, when more than 1,000 air- 
craft were employed in delivering 
a “well concentrated” attack, 

R.C.A.F. crews returning from 
the attack on the Belgian target 
reported encountering strong flak 
and fighter’ opposition. In some in- 
stances the enemy followed the 
bombers back across the English 
channel. 

Despite these difficulties every 
airman returned to base before 
dawn, Mines were laid in enemy 
waters on five nights, and R.C.A.F. 
Mosquitos were active attacking 
airfields in enemy-occupied terri- 
tory. 

During the week aircraft of the 
Allied Expeditionary Air Force and 
2nd Tactical Air Force made “re- 
lentless” attacks against bridges, 
trains, airfields and like targets in 
German hands

WASHINGTON—I want to quote 
part of a letter from an American 
mother today. I am not giving you 
the name in this case, because I 
think it best that she remain 
annoymous. 

Her son endured a very great dis- 
appointment. They are people of 
foreign descent, but true Ameri- 
cans, I never saw a disappointment 
which must have been as hard to 
bear for the mother as it was for 
the son, taken in such a remark- 
able way 

Here is what she says: “I feel 
that the experience gained by this 
blow to his pride will be of great 
value to him in his future life. All 
of us must feel the despair of de- 
feat at one time or another in order 
to broaden our thinking mechan- 
ism.” 

In those few words, she has 
stressed one of the great lessons of 
life. The knowledge of how to learn 
from experience, both pleasant and 
unpleasant, is probably one of the 
most difficult, but most valuable 
things to acquire in the course of 
the years. 

I have an appeal from a woman 
who says something which I think 
should be brought to the attention 
of all of us. She thinks that we

By GAYNOR MADDOX 
From our middle America neigh- 
bors comes a recipe for lamb stew 
with a fresh flavor. 


LAMB STEW 
(Serves 4) 


One and one-half pounds lamb 
shoulder, 1 strip bacon, 1 pinch 
marjoram, 1 teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper, 1 onion, ‘2 cup cel- 
ery leaves, 2 cups boiling water, 
2 tomatoes, 1 onion, 1 green pepper, 
‘2 cup diced celery, 2 tablespoons 
milk, 1 egg yolk, 1 tablespoon chop- | 
ped parsley. 

Have the butcher bone it before 
he cuts it up, 

Discard any excess fat. Cut the 
meat into 1-inch pieces, put it in a 
deep stew pan with 1 strip of bacon 
diced, a pinch of marjoram, 1 tea- 
spoon of salt, a good quarter tea- 
spoon of black pepper, 1 whole on- 
ion and ‘2 cup of chopped celery 
leaves, Cover with 2 cups of boil- 
ing water and simmer for 1 hour. 
This part of the preparation can be 
done a day ahead of time if neces- 
sary, but for the best results the 
rest of the ingredients should be 
added to the stew only about half 
an hour before serving. So, reheat 
the stew if necessary, simmer for 5 
minutes and add the following in- 
gredients: 2 tomatoes, chopped, 2 
onions, chopped, 1 green pepper, 
chopped, % cup diced celery. Cook 
over slightly increased heat for 30 
to 35 minutes, until the lamb and 
vegetables are just tender, Mix 1 
egg yolk with 2 tablespoons of 
milk, and stir it into the stew im- 
mediately before serving, after re- 
moving from the stove, | 

Pile the meat and vegetables in 
the centre of a serving dish and 
pour the thin gravy carefully 
around. Sprinkle with about a/| 
tablespoon of chopped Parsley.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


All mothers grow irritated at 
the young child’s tendency to dog 
her footsteps and get in her way 
when she is doing her housework. 
The child old enough to be out of 
a playpen and underfoot, also is 
old enough to have simple tasks 
she can perform. At the ritual 
age, from 2'4 to 3%2, this is espec- 
ially easy to accomplish as a@ 
thing done once must, according 
to baby’s own demands, be done 
exactly the same way each and 
every time. 

It's surprising how much handier 
small children are than their par- 
ents imagine, Not only are they 
able and willing but they are thril- 
led at the responsibility given to 
them. Put a pan of washed, rinsed 
silver in front of a child, give her 
a large dry cloth and she can man- 
age each and every piece, slowly, 
but well.

Take 
advantage of this interest and allow 
them, after playing, to dump the

The child who can spend hours 
putting pans in and taking them 
out of the kitchen cupboard, can, 
when it is his designated task, put 
them back after they have been 
washed. The staking is the fun 
of the thing. 

Denied an opportunity to work 
helpfully, the child loses interest 
in home tasks. 

Comes one fine day when moth- 
er, all enthusiasm, proclaims that 
from NOW on, Betty and Billy will 
have a nice list of tasks each day, 
I need not tell you that what she 
gets for her enthusiasm is a blank 
stare. Home tasks! Why those are 
a mother’s job and for all they 
care she can continue to do them,

Y.M.C.A. Will Continue Service 
To Community 


E LIVE in a chemical age. The machine age, which began when 

Isaac Watts produced his steam engine, in 1769, started to give 
place to the chemical age in 1920. That was when plastics were 
created. 

The industrial revolution of the early 19th century, which sprang 
from the new order, brought about by the use of mechanical means, 
produced also several great humanitarian movements. One of the 
greatest of these began very humbly and unpretentiously when George 
Williams, an eighteen-year-old draper’s assistant, having recently ar- 
rived in London from his country home, gathered together eleven 
other young men of Christian purpose to organize the first Young 
Men’s Christian Association. 

Neither George Williams nor his associates envisioned that their 
organization, nurtured out of self-need and the pious hope of helping 
others, would seize the imagination of youth throughout the world. 
Yet, in 1855, a scant eleven years after its inception, the first great 
international convention of all time became a reality, when nine na- 
tional Y.M.C.A. movements sent delegates to Paris.. Montreal, in | 
1854, was the first North American Association. 

Poday, youthful as ever, flexible to meet the needs of youth in 
fifty-seven countries of the world, and holding the allegiance of an 
army of more than three million young men and boys, the Young 
Men's Christian Association faces its second century. 

Fully conscious of its great world-wide task as George Williams 
was of his more humble one in 1844, the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation now embarks on a world-wide movement to create the 
ethical age, the beginnings of which now appear in the thoughts and 
writings of thinking people. The conception of a great world of 
kindred minds and hearts engaged in the search for the will of God 
for all men, is a tremendous challenge, It is no mere coincidence that 
this challenge was accepted by the Young Men’s Christian Association 
many years ago. It is found in its motto “that they all may be one,” 
and it is found in its crest, which is a triangle surmounted by the 
letters P.X. These symbolize the whole man—spirit, mind and body— 
Christ centred. 

In these days of revolution against ideas and ideals which deny 
the rights of free men, the spirit of George Williams permeates the 
thoughts of the members of the Young Men's Christian Association 
facing this second century. Inherent in it is the challenge that young 
men fit in body, alert of mind, intuitive of spirit, should face the tasks 
of life courageously, recognizing that he who would master must also 
serve, This is aptly voiced in the expressed purpose of the Y's Men's 
Club of the Y.M.C.A, “to acknowledge the duty that accompanies 
every right.” 

This is a chemical age. It is superseding and surpassing the 
mechanical triumphs of the machine age. 

This is the second century. It is superseding the misconceptions, 
the mistakes and failures through which man has passed in the last | 
century. The second century breathes a challenge and a hope “that 
they all may be one.’

seeds are sown. Germination does 
not average as high as many other 
seeds, the federal standard being 
65 per cent. It is usually advisable 
to sow seeds an inch apart. Let) 
them grow until the tops are four} 
or five inches tall, and the roots 
have made small globes; then thin 
them so that the plants stand four 
inches apart. The discards should 
be cooked, tops and roots together.
